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The  improvement  in  industrial  employment  in  1940  has  been  reflected 
in  higher  wage  rates  for  farm  labor,  and  despite  some  further  decline  in 
the  number  of  hired  workers  on  farms  the  farmers'  cash  wage  bill  increased 
for  the  first  time  since  1937.    w i th  further  increases  in  industrial  em- 
ployment in  prospect  during  1941  it  is  likely  that  these  trends  will  con- 
tinue during  the  coming  year. 
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T  H  U    ?  A  Rli    INCOME  SITUATION 
Summary 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  parents  in 
September  amounted  to  $89 '4, 000,000  compared  with  the  revised  estima.te 
of  $7^9,000,000  for  August  and  $901,000,000  in  September  1939 .     The  in- 
crease in  income  from  farm  marketings  from  August  to  September  this  year 
was  slightly  more  than  usual,  despite  the  later  movement  of  the  cotton 
crop  this  year,  as  marketings  of  grains  increased  from  August  to  September 
instead  of  making  the  usual  seasonal  decline.     Income  from  meat  animals 
also  increased  substantially  from.  August  to  September.     Government  pay- 
ments in  September  amounted  to  $55,000,000  compared  with  $42,000,000  in 
August  and  $66,000,000  in  September  last  year. 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  September  totaled  $339,000,000, 
slightly  more  than  the  $S"35 , 000,000  received  in  September  last  year.  In- 
come from  grains,  fruits,  tobacco,  meat  animals,  and  dairy  products  was 
higher  whereas  income  from  cotton  and  vegetables  was  somewhat  lower.  The 
volume  of  grain  marketed  in  September  this  year  was  much  larger  than  usual 
following  the  unfavorable  weather  for  harvesting  in  August,  and  income 
reached  the  highest  point  of  the  year.     Income  from  tobacco  was  smaller 
than  usual  in  September  but  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  when  the  market 
closed  shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  the  war.    With  the  cotton  crop  maturing 
much  later  than  usual  this  year,  the  volume  of  marketings  in  September  was 
only  about  one-half  as  large  as  in  September  of  the  2  preceding  years.  The 
decline  in  income  from  vegetables  from  a  year  ago  resulted  largely  from  the 
lower  prices  of  potatoes  and  the  smaller  marketings  of  sweet-potato es.  In- 
come from  crops  in  September  totaled  $420,000,000,  or  $3,000,000  less  than 
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in  Sept  enter  1939*     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  of 
$klS, 000,000  in  September  was  $7,000,000  greater  than  in  1939,  because 
of  slight  increases  in  income  from  neat  animals  and  dairy  products. 

From  January  to  September  l^UO  cash  farm  income  and  Government 
payments  totaled  $6,175,000,000,  or  about  7  percent  more  than  the 
$5, 791 1 000. 000  during  the  same  period  in  1939.     Cash  income  from  farm 
marketings  of  $5,633,000,000  was  $400,000,000  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 
Most  of  the  increase  has  resulted  from  larger  returns  from  grains,  dairy 
products  and  meat  animals,  although  income  from  all  groups  of  farm  products, 
except  cotton  and  cottonseed,  has  been  higher  than  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  1939*     Government  payments  to  farmers  during  the  first  9  months 
of  19)40  amounted  to  $542,000,000  compared  with  $558,000,000  from  January 
to  September  last  year. 

The  increase  in  income  from  farm  marketings  from  August  to  September 
was  greater  than  usual.    After  allowing  for  the  usual  seasonal  changes, 
income  from  grains,  particularly  wheat  and  flax,  was  sharply  higher  in 
September  than  in  August,  and  more  than  offset  the  smal ler-t han— usual 
seasonal  increases  from  fruits  and  cotton.     Income  from  tobacco  and  vege- 
tables ma.de  about  the  usual  seasonal  change  from  August  to  September.  In- 
come from  peanuts  also  increased  much  more  than  usual  and  was  somewhat 
higher  than  a.  year  ago,  as  a  record  crop  is  being  marketed  and  prices  in 
September  were  only  slightly  lower  than  a  year  earlier.     Income  from  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  also  increased  slightly  more  than  usual  from 
August  to  September.     Income  from  dairy  products  and  sheep  and  lambs  de- 
clined slightly  more  than  usual,  and  income  from  hogs  increased  less  than 
usual,  but  income  from  cattle  and  calves  and  poultry  -and  eggs  was  slightly 
higher  after  adjustment  for  usual  seasonal  changes.

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leather  conditions  during  August  and  September  were  unusually 
favorable  for  the  derelopnent  of  crops,  and  prospective  marketings  of 
crops  are  now  somewhat  larger  than  seemed  probable  in  August  when  the 
19>40  estimate  of  total  cash  farm  income,  including  Government  payments, 
of  $8,900,000,000  was  made.    Present  prospects  are  that  the  cotton  crop 
will  be  more  than  1  million  bales  larger  than  was  indicated  in  August ,  and 
the  output  of  grain  is  somewhat  larger  than  appeared  probable  on  August  1. 
Since  prices  of  most  of  these  products  are  fairly  well  stabilized  by  Govern- 
ment loans,  this  increase  in  output  will  be  reflected  in  increased  farm 
income.     Consequently  it  now  appears  probable  that  income  from  farm  market- 
ings and  Government  payments  will  be  larger  than  was  forecast  in  August 
and  may  amount  to  about  $9,000,000,000.

August  farm  income  in  Southern  States  reduced 
by  smaller  marketings  of  cotton  and  tobacco 

The  revised  estimate  of  cash  farm  income  and  Government  payments 
for  August  of  S^9  million  dollars  was  k  percent  higher  than  in  August  a 
year  earlier.     Cash  farm  income  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all 
regions  except  the  South  Central  and  South  Atlantic  where  it  was  10  and  19 
percent,  respectively,  lower  than  in  1939*     The  sharp  reduction  in  income 
in  the  South  Atlantic  States  resulted  from  the  marked  decline  in  income 
from  tobacco  in  North  and  South  Carolina.     In  all  other  States  in  this 
region,  income  in  August  was  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  Because 
of  the  lateness  of  the  cotton  crop,  the  proportion  of  the  crop  sold  in  the 
South  Central  States  during  August  was  much  less  than  usual,  and  income  from 
crops  in  all  the  principal  cotton-producing  States  was  somex7ha.t  lov/er  than 
a  year  earlier.     The  greatest  decline  was  in  Texas,  where  cash  farm  income 
including  Government  payments  was  21  percent  less  than  in  August  1939 • 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  made  about  the  usual  seasonal  in- 
crease from  July  to  August  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  far  Western  States, 
whereas  the  increase  was  much  less  than  usual  in  the  South  Atlantic  and 
South  Central  States.     In  most  recent  years  cash  farm  income  has  declined 
somewhat  from  July  to  August  in  the  East  and  West  North  Central  regions, 
but,  because  of  the  later  movement  of  grains  this  year,  the  decline  in  cash 
income  wa.s  much  less  than  usual. 


During  the  first  S  months  of  19^0,  cash  income  including  Government 
payments  has  totaled  S  percent  higher  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of 
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1939.     The  greatest  increase  in  income  over  a  year  earlier  has  teen  in 
the  West  North  Central  States,  where  income  in  all  States  has  "been  sub- 
stantially larger  than  from  January  to  August  last  year,  and  for  the  region 
as  a  whole  was  lk  percent  higher  in  19^-0  than  in  1939.     The  increase  in 
cash  farm  income  including  Government  payments  from  January  to  August  in 
the  East  North  Central  region  amounted  to  11  percent,  in  the  Western  region 
to  10  percent,  and  in  the  North  Atlantic  region  to  S  percent.     In  each  of 
these  regions,  income  in  all  States  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier.     In  the 
South  Central  region  income  during  the  first  S"  months  of  I9U0  was  practically 
unchanged  from  a  year  earlier,  while  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  income  in- 
cluding Government  payments  was  5  percent  less  than  in  1939- 

North  Atlantic  States 

Cash  farm  income  including  Government  payments  in  this  region  during 
August  averaged  k  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.     The  change  from  a 
year  ago  ranged  from  6  percent  "below  last  year  in  Bhode  Island  to  6  percent 
above  in  New  Jersey.     Increases  in  income  from  grains,  fruits,  and  vege- 
tables resulted  in  on  11  percent  increase  in  income  from  crops,  whereas  a 
slight  decline  in  income  from  meat  animals  offset  moderate  increases  in  in- 
come from  dairy  products,  wool,  and  poultry  and  eggs,   so  th.at  income  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products  during  August  was  practically  unchanged 
from  a  year  earlier. 

The  S>  percent  increase  in  cash  farm  income  in  this  area,  from  January 
to  August  is  due  largely  to  the  increases  in  income  from  crops,  particularly 
vegetables  and  tobacco,   since  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
has  totaled  only  about  3  percent  more  than  in  the  first  8  months  of  1939* 
The  largest  increase  in  income  thus  far  in  19^0  has  been  in  Connecticut, 
where  income  from  toba.cco  was  nearly  three  times  as  large  as  a  year  earlier, 
and  amounted  to  about  US  percent  of  the  income  from  all  crops. 

East  North  Central  States 

Cash,  income  from  crops  during  August  was  35  percent  higher  than  a 
year  earlier,  and  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  up  12 
percent.     Total  income  including  Government  payments  was  up  19  percent. 
Substantial  increases  in  income  were  recorded  in  all  States,  ranging  from 
12  percent  in  Michigan  to  26  percent  in  Illinois.    The  marked  increase  in 
this  region  was  due  largely  to  an  increase  over  a  year  earlier  of  about  70 
percent  in  income  from  grains  and  nearly  20  percent  in  income  from  meat 
animals,  although  income  from  most  other  commodities  except  fruits  was 
moderately  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

Total  income  including  Government  payments  from  January  to  August  has 
been  11  percent  above  the  corresponding  period  last  year,  with  income  from 
crops  up  2k  percent  and  livestock  up  8"  percent.     The  increase  in  income  has 
ranged  from  7  percent  in  Ohio  to  lk  percent  in  Indiana  and  Wisconsin. 

West  North  Central  States 

Income  from  crops  In  this  region  during  Augast  was  restricted  some- 
what by  unfavorable  weather  for  harvesting  and  threshing,  but  for  the  region 
as  a  whole  amounted  to  ~[  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.     Income  from 
livestock  marketings  was  up  17  percent,  and  Government  payments  word  also 
higher  than  a  year  earlier.     Total  incone  including  Government  payments  dur- 
ing August  was  up  15  percent. 
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For  the  first  S  months  of  1940  incono  including  Government  payments 
has  totaled  14  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  the  increase  ranging 
fron  8  percent  in  Kansas  to  32  percent  in  North  Dakota.    The  movement  of 
grains  and  livestock  from  this  area  so  far  in  1940  has  been  the  largest  for 
any  period  since  before  the  drought  year  1934,  and  has  been  on  important 
factor  in  the  increase  in  income  during  the  first  S  months  of  1940. 

South  Atlantic  States  -  Cash  farm  income  during  August  was  sub- 
stantially higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  of  the  South  Atlantic  States  ex- 
cept Forth  .and  South  Carolina,  where  the  marked  reduction  in  tobacco  market- 
ings resulted  in  sharp  declines  in  income  from  crops.    Marketings  of  tobacco 
in  these  States  v/ore  small  because  of  both  the  smaller  crop  and  the  lateness 
of  the  movement  of  the  crop  this  year.     In  all  the  remaining  States  income 
from  crops  during  August  was  substantially  higher  than  a  year  earlier  and 
income  from  livestock  was  higher  in  all  States. 

Baring  the  first  2  months  of  ±9^0  co.sh  farm  income  and  Government 
payments  in  this  region  were  5  percent  lower  than  a  year  earlier,  with  marked 
declines  in  Florida  and  North  and  South  Carolina  more  than  offsetting  the  in- 
creases in  the  remaining  States. 

South  Central  region  —  Because  of  the  later  movement  of  the  cotton  crop 
this  year  income  from  crops  during  August  was  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  in 
all  of  the  important  cotton-producing  States,     Income  from  livestock  and  live- 
stock products  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  the  States  except  Texas, 
so  that  the  only  States  showing  pronounced  declines  in  income  from  marketings'  ■ 
were  Texas,  Alabama,  and  Louisiana.     Government  payments  were  higher  than  a 
year  earlier  in  several  of  the  States  but  were  lower  in  Texas,  .so  that  income 
including  Government  payments  in  that  State  was  down  21  percent. 

During  the  first  8  months  of  1Q40  cash  income  and  Government  payments 
in  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas  have  been  slightly  lower  than  a 
year  earlier,  whereas  in  the  remaining  States  there  has  been  a  moderate  in- 
crease in  income.    For  the  region  as  a  whole  income  was  practically  unchanged 
from  a  year  earlier* 

Uestem  States  -  Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  of  crops  during 
August  was  substantially  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  the  States  except 
New  Mexico  .and  California,  where  only  slight  increases  were  recorded.  Cash 
income  from  crops  for  the  region  as  a  whole  was  9  percent  higher  than  a  year 
earlier.    However,  in  several  of  the  States  marketings  of  livestock  were 
smaller  than  in  August  last  year  end  income  from  livestock  for  the  region  was 
up  only  3  percent.     Government  payments  also  were  smaller  in  most  States  than 
in  August  1939,  but  cash  income  including  Government  payments  was  5  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier,  with  increases  recorded  in  all  States  except  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona,  where  income  was  S  and  15  percent,  respectively,  smaller 
than  in  1939. 

From  January  to  August  ±940  all  States  in  this  region  have  recorded 
increases  111  income  over  the  corresponding  period  in  1939,  the  increases 
ranging  from  2  percent  in  Nevada  to  22  percent  in  Montana.     For  the  region  as 
a  -.Thole,  income  from  crops  amounted  to  14  percent  more  than  in  1939  and  in- 
come from  livestock  was  up  6  percent.     Total  cash  income,  including  Govern- 
ment payments,  was  10  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.
